“The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much,” James 
5:16b. 

ODAY there are some who take 

this attitude: trials come upon 
them and they try to correct it in 
their own power, not knowing that 2 
Cor. 3:5 states, “Not that we are suf- 
ficient of ourselves to think anything 
as of ourselves; but our sufficiency is 
of God.” So in their difficulty they 
say, “Why pray? it’s no use.” 

Oh, but let’s see what God’s Word 
has to say about that. James 5:16, 
“Confess your faults one to another, 
and pray one for another, that ye 
may be healed. The effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth 
much.” 

Some may say, “What does he mean 
by saying effectual fervent prayer?” 
Let us take the word “effectual” and 
see what it means. “Effectual” means 
“to take effect; produce a conse- 
quence, or result; accomplish a pur- 
pose; to make an impression.” If you 
pray effectually, you will make an im- 
pression, and by making an impres- 
sion on the heart of God you will pro- 
duce a consequence, and accomplish 
the purpose for which you pray. 

Now let us explain the word “fer- 
vent.” “Fervent” means “earnest; ve- 
hement; very hot.” Jesus, speaking 
to the churches in Asia, said to the 
Laodicean church, Rev. 3:15, “I know 
thy works, that thou art neither cold 
nor hot: I would thou wert cold or 
hot. So then because thou art luke- 
warm, and neither cold nor hot, I 
will spue thee out of my mouth.” It 
pays to be on fire for God and to 
pray fervently, for that is pleasing to 
God. I tell you, whoever you may be, 
if you do just those two words while 
praying and serving Him, He will hear 
you. It is written in 1 Peter 3:12, 
“For the eyes of the Lord are over the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their prayers; but the face of the 
Lord is against them that do evil.” 

Today there is a great falling away 
from the most essential weapon that 
a Christian possesses and that weapon 
is “prayer.” Prayer is the real essence 
of our soul’s salvation. It is the char- 
acter with which every one of us 
should enwrap ourselves. I would like 
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to bring to your attention the Acts of 
the Apostles, first chaper. Visualize, if 
you can, the disciples of Jesus as He 
ascended into heaven. There they 
were with their heads up looking to- 
ward heaven. “And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as he went 
up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; which also said, Ye 
men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing 
up into heaven?” Brother, I would like 
to ask the same question, Why stand 
ye gazing up into heaven? Don’t you 
remember the promise of Jesus? He 
said, “I will never leave you nor for- 
sake you.” 


Come on, let’s get down to business 
with God. The reason there isn’t more 
power in the churches today is be- 
cause of the great lack of prayer. Je- 
sus spoke to His disciples in answer 
to their question of why they could 
not cast out certain demons. He said, 
“This kind goeth not out but. by fast- 
ing and prayer.” You will never make 
headway in this spiritual warfare with- 
out the proper communicating system. 
And that system is prayer. Elias was a 
man subject to like passions as we are, 
but when he prayed he received re- 
sults. Why? Because he knew in whom 
he believed, and not only so, he 
prayed until results came. For an ex- 
ample, Israel transgressed against 
God under the supervision of Ahab 
and Jezebel. So Elijah commenced to 
do something about it. He prayed un- 
til God shut up the heavens for three 
and a half years. Then he prayed 
again and God opened the heavens 
and sent forth rain upon the parched 
earth. I want you to know, dear 
friend, that Elijah meant business 
and because of his earnestness God 
had respect to his prayer. Proverbs 
15:8, “The sacrifice of the wicked is 
an abomination to the Lord: but the 
prayer of the upright is his delight.” 
If you want God to take a delight in 
the things that you endeavor to do, 
“pray.” Prov. 15:29, “The Lord is far 
from the wicked: but he heareth the 
prayer of the righteous.” 


Jesus speaking, in the 18th chapter 
of Luke from verse one to eight, said, 
“That men ought always to pray and 
not to faint.” Also He said there was 
in a city a judge which feared not 
God, neither regarded man: and there 
was a widow in that city; and she 
came unto him, saying, “Avenge me 
of mine adversary.” He would not for 
awhile; but afterward he said within 
himself, “Though I fear not God, nor 
regard man; yet because this widow 
troubleth me, I will avenge her, lest 
by her continual coming she worry 
me.” And the Lord said, “Hear what 
the unjust judge saith. And shall not 
God avenge his own elect, which cri- 
eth day and night unto him, though 
he bear long with them? I tell you 
that he will avenge them speedily. 
Nevertheless when the Son of man 
cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth?”

Yes, I know that there are trials 
to encounter, but those trials are for 
a purpose. Paul explained them in the 
fifth chapter of Romans when he said, 
“Knowing that tribulation worketh 
patience; and patience experience;

the Holy Ghost which is given unto 
us.” 

O friend, there is something about 
the Holy Spirit that simply swells your 
soul to the bursting point of joy.

57:15, “For thus saith the high and 
lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, 
whose name is Holy; I dwell in the 
high and holy place, with him also 
that is of a contrite and humble spir- 
it, to revive the spirit of the humble, 
and to revive the heart of the contrite 
ones.” Isaiah 66:2b, “To this man will 
I look, even to him that is poor and of 
a contrite spirit, and trembleth at my 
word.”

Curfew Law Helps Curb Juvenile

From Canada comes word that 
municipalities which have adopted 
curfew bylaws during the last five 
years have found them helpful in 
curbing juvenile delinquency, accord- 
ing to a report from the Canadian 
Federation of Mayors and Municipali- 
ties.

Dean Olson Kronelius of Stavenger 
has been dismissed from his post by 
Premier Vidkun Quisling, but has de- 
fied the dismissal order and continues 
at his clerical work, so states a wire- 
less from Stockholm. The police have 
not so far intervened because of the 
popularity of the dean. The incident 
reflects the weakness of the Quislings 
to deal with the church opposition, 
according to the report. The Provi- 
sional Church Council has taken 
steps to strengthen the resisting 
clergy. Premier Quisling has deprived 
all resisting clergymen of the finan- 
cial support.

Religious Program in Florida 
Schools 


From up New York state sometime 
ago we reported the experiment of 
schools relative to Bible training. This 
time it is Florida’s State Board of 
Education adopting resolutions urg- 
ing public schools to devote twenty 
minutes a day to the development, 
along broad religious lines, of “those 
ideals and ideals promulgated by the 
founders of this country.” The Board 
has requested that “scriptures, prayers 
and songs be selected which will 
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develop attitudes and habits of 
honesty, loyalty, courage, confidence, 
industry, tolerance and other virtues 
commensurate with the loftiest views 
of democracy and the ‘four Free- 
doms.’”’ The Board is composed of the 
Governor, Secretary of State, Attor- 
ney General, Treasurer and Super- 
intendent.

Nazism Afraid of Religion 


A report coming out of Stockholm 
through RNS states that “the extra- 
ordinary influence of religion among 
the German people constitutes a 
growing danger for Nazism,” accord- 
ing to a recent issue of the Berlin 
magazine Die Weltliteratur. Asserting 
that, “the flight of the German 
masses from reality” is daily becom- 
ing more marked, “we should set our- 
selves against the superstitions of re- 
ligion, which is taking hold among 
all classes, both educated and unedu- 
cated. The influence of religion on 
the life of the German people is be- 
coming extraordinary. It is a growing 
danger to Nazism.” “It is incredible! 
the fourth year of the war, a German 
dares to praise the Old Testament.” 
Haply we can’t take the New with- 
out the Old Testament. The human 
soul of the German people may find 
it safer and wiser to build upon the 
Word of God than to trust the prom- 
ises of Hitler.

Berlin Jews Are Walking Corpses, 
Witness Reports 


BERN, (JTA) — The several thou- 
sand Jews who are still permitted to 
reside in Berlin are “walking corpses,” 
a Hungarian eyewitness who left 
Berlin a few days ago reports in the 
Swiss press this week. He states that 
the situation of the Jews there is be- 
coming worse from day to day. 

“Though Jews are formally to do 
their shopping between 4 and 5 in the 
afternoon, owners of the grocery 
stores have been secretly instructed 
not to sell them anything,” the Hun- 
garian observer stated. “When I 
passed a Jew in the street, I could al- 
most hear his bones rattling. One can 
now recognize a Jew in Berlin not 
only by the yellow insignia which he 
must wear, but also by his very pale 
face. The majority of the Jews still 
in Berlin are elderly women whose 
husbands and sons have been de- 
ported to Eastern territory. 

The Berlin radio this week reported 
that Jews in Bulgaria who fail to 
wear a yellow Mogen David will be 
punished by three years’ imprison- 








ment and a maximum fine of 100,- 
000 leva, approximately $1,250 at the 
pre-war rate of exchange—Jewish 
Voice.

Church Statistics 


The editor of Revelation gives us 
the following relative to what some 
say about church attendance: 

“A contemporary quotes the follow- 
ing from a seminary professor’s study 
of the churches: ‘5% of reported 
church members do not exist; 10% 
cannot be found; 20% never pray; 
25% never read the Bible; 30% never 
attend church services; 40% never 
give to any cause; 50% never go to 
Sunday School; 60% never go to 
church Sunday night; 70% never give 
to missions; 75% never engage in any 
church activity; 80% never go to 
prayer meeting; 90% never have 
family worship; and 95% never wi ‘ 
a soul to Christ. The paper from 
which we quote then criticizes the 
author of this table, wondering how 
he got his figures and stating, “If 
church members are here correctly 
reported, they are surely a pretty 
poor lot.” If the published statistics 
of the denominations are taken and 
the annual additions divided into the 
total membership it will be readily 
seen that not 2 per cent of the mem- 
bers ever lead a soul to Christ in any ; 
year, if the total number of acces- . 
sions are taken and divided into the ‘ 
whole number of the statistics.” 
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Turn with me to Romans 6:23 and 
let us read one of the most beautiful 
verses in the Bible for a starting 
point. 1 

“The wages of sin is death but the 
gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.” 

S you will notice, this verse of 

scripture suggests two subjects or 
thoughts: first, that of death, then 
that of life. Death is the cessation of 
life. The Bible has to do with two 
kinds of death (spiritual and natural), 
also it has to do with two kinds of life 
(natural and spiritual). Natural dead 
are those from whom the breath of 
life has passed; spiritual dead are 
those from whom the breath of the 
Spirit has passed—those steeped in 
wickedness and sin, or void of grace. 
There seems to be an instinct within 
all of God’s creation which causes 
them to fear or dread death. You are 
told in the Bible that the last enemy 
that shall be destroyed is death. Not 
so many of us (if any) like to think 
about this great monster, which is 
sure to visit each of us and claim us 
as his victim. 

When God placed Adam and Eve 
in the beautiful Garden of Eden He 
gave them a command which was as 
follows: “But of the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil thou shalt not eat 
of it; for in the day thou eatest there- 
of thou shalt surely die,” Genesis 2: 
17. Adam and Eve disobeyed God and 
as a result brought about universal 
death upon all generations after 
them. Possibly one of the saddest ex- 
periences which we meet is to mourn 
the death of a relative or friend who 
has been called away without any 
hope in God. 

Since death is such a sad subject, 
let us consider the latter clause of our 
text, which deals with life. “But the 
gift of God is eternal life through Je- 
sus Christ our Lord.” There is much 
that can be said about this wonderful 
subject; the very thought of life 
brings gladness and happiness, how- 
ever there is a fact or truth about life 
which many have not discovered—it 
is a gift from God. For proof read Gen. 
2:7, “And the Lord God formed man 
of the dust of the ground, and 
breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life and man became a living soul.” 
Job 12:9, 10, “Who knoweth not in all 
these that the hand of the Lord hath 
wrought this? In whose hand is the 
soul of every living thing, and the 
breath of all mankind.” Also Acts 17: 
28, “For in him we live, and move, and 
have our being; as certain also of your 
own poets have said, For we are also 
his offsprings.” . 

Many people do not take life as 
seriously as they should. They seem to 
think they can do just as they please; 
they feel like they are their own. But 
the Bible says that ye are not your 
own, ye are bought with a price. It 
also says that man was created for

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Charity 


Text: 2 Peter 1:7, Add to your faith charity. 


NTRODUCTION: The word “chari- 
ty” is not used in the Old Testa- 

ment, and the Apostle Paul seems to 
be the more handy with this word 
in the New Testament, but in my 
opinion the word has a very prodi- 
gious meaning. Webster says it means 
“love or tenderness which men should 
feel toward their fellows, and which 
should induce them to do good to 
4nd think favourably of others.” Or, 
“any act of kindness, or benevol- 
ence.” In other words, charity is love 
in action. 

In order that we might better un- 
derstand the word, we shall proceed 
to give you the analysis of same as 
outlined by the Apostle Paul to the 
Corinthian church in his first letter, 
and 13th chapter. Now Paul says 
CHARITY suffers long, is’ kind, 
envieth not, is not puffed up, will be- 
have itself, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil, re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, rejoiceth in 
the truth, beareth all things, believ- 
eth all things, hopeth all things, en- 
dureth all things. And then when it 
seemed that Paul could say nothing 
better or use a word with more mean- 
ing he said, “Charity never faileth,” 
and with that what more could he 
say? Brother, if you and I will take 
that word for what it means, and do 
what it says, we’ll make the rapture 
in spite of all the demons in hell 
and imps on earth. 


Now notice our text, “Add to your 
faith, charity.” The two preceding 
verses tell of six other virtues of 
grace that we are to add to our faith, 
but we are confining our comments 
to this seventh and last virtue men- 
tioned—charity. The word “add” used 
here, literally means “supply in your 
faith,” etc. The word rendered “add” 
or “supply” is taken from the Greek 
theatre where it meant to supply the 
expense of a chorus in a new play. It 
corresponds with that in 1 Peter 4:11, 
“If any man speak, let him speak as 
the oracles of God, if any man min- 
ister, let him do it as of the ability 
which God giveth,” which just means 
this, by adding charity to our faith 
we have supplied the expense of a 
more profound understanding of 
God’s way of doing things. We are 
supplied with a more profound and 
more effective message. We are sup- 
plied with more power and ability to 
do the things set before us, and not 
only are we supplied with ways and 
means of saying and doing, but we 
are in action now, because charity 
is the motor that sets us going. As 
John has said in his first book, 3rd 
chapter and 18th verse, “My little 
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children, let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue; but in deed and in 
truth.” Now there is your charity or 
love in action. Talk is cheap but 
it takes money to ride on the train, 
many folk are just talking. One old 
Negro said one time, that he had 
been told it was more blessed to give 
than to receive but receiving was 
good enough for him. Many times, 
no doubt, we think talking is good 
enough for us, but, brother, let us 
major in action, for action only will 
bring reward. In Matthew 16:27, Je- 
sus said, “For the Son of man shall 
come in the glory of his Father with 
his angels; and then he shall reward 
every man according to his works.” 

It was said of a certain church, 
that the members were invited out to 
visit one of the members who was 
sick, to have prayer meeting with 
him. It was a cold day and directly 
after a number had gathered and be- 
gan the meeting a knock was 
heard at the door. Upon opening the 
door a small boy peeped in and said, 
“My father was not able to attend 
the meeting this morning, but sent 
his prayer. Will some of you brethren 
come and help me bring it in?” Sev- 
eral of the members followed him to 
the wagon, where they found a sack 
of meal, bushel of potatoes, piece of 
meat, sack of flour, and several other 
things for the sustenance of life. Now 
that’s charity or love in action. In 
other words, that’s living your re- 
ligion. 

Paul said, 1 Cor. 16:14, “Let all 
your things be done with charity,” 
for he said to Timothy, first letter, 
chapter 1, verse 5, “Now the end of 
the commandment is charity out of 
a pure heart, and of a good con- 
science, and of faith unfeigned.” This 
word “unfeigned” means “genuine, 
sincere, without pretense.” I heard of 
a minister who visited a certain 
church and after the service all the 
brothers came around and kissed him 
and embraced him fondly and affec- 
tionately, then left him standing 
alone in the church with no place to 
spend the night, which was to say, 
“We love you but have no room.” 
Thank God for charity. Thank God 
for men who have added charity to 
their faith. We have them in the 
Church of God. They are not doing a 
lot of talking, but they are living it 
every day. They have genuine, sin- 
cere faith. Yes, it is in order to salute 
each other with a kiss, but let it be a 
kiss of charity, according to 1 Peter 
5:14. Don’t kiss me and then go off 
and talk about me, but kiss me and 
then ask me home with you. 


Paul said, 1 Cor. 14:1, “Follow after 
charity.” Yes, follow the work gang; 
follow the crowd that is working. 
Some people stand around and talk 
all the time; some sleep. One fellow 
sleeping in the shade of a tree was 
awakened late in the evening by a 
passer-by who said, “Say, old fellow, 
looks like you are taking a nap.” 
“No,” replied the sleeper, “just wait- 
ing for the sun to go down so I can 
quit work.” Many will be sleeping 
when Jesus comes; but say, brother, 
if you have charity you will be going 
strong on that last day. Not only will 
you be kissing the brethren, but you 
will be sending wagon loads of 
prayers, inviting them home with 
you, and doing with all your might 
whatever your hands find to do. 

In 1 Cor. 13:13 Paul said, “Now 
abideth faith, hope, and charity, 
these three; but the greatest of these 
is charity.” Faith and hope belong to 
man as a creature. Charity consti- 
tutes his likeness to God. 1 John 4:7- 
19. “He that loveth not knoweth not 
God; for God is love.” Read the en- 
tire quotation. Faith and hope bene- 
fit the man himself, charity diffuses 
its blessings to others; in other words, 
pours out, spreads around, scatters 
or circulates its very life and 
strength. It does not seek its own, 
but the welfare of others, manifesting 
the very spirit of Christ. No wonder 
Paul proclaimed that the greatest of 
these is charity, and, of course, ex- 
plained that all our preaching and 
faith without charity would profit us 
nothing. 

I read of a chaplain once who was 
very busily engaged reading and 
praying with the wounded, bleeding 
and dying on the battlefield. Coming 
to one poor fellow who was seriously 
wounded, lying in the muck and mire, 
he asked, “Would you like to have me 
read to you?” The soldier answered, 
“No.” “Would you like to have me 
pray for you?” The soldier answered, 
“No.” But he said, “I would like a 
drink of water.” The chaplain ran off 
and soon returned with the water, 
then asked, “Is there something else 
I can do for you?” The soldier an- 
swered, “I would like something under 
my head.” The chaplain removed his 
coat, folded it nicely, pulled his head 
from the mud and placed his coat 
beneath, then asked, “Is there some- 
thing else I can do?” The soldier 
said, “I am cold; I would like some- 
thing over me.” The chaplain took 
his overcoat and covered him and 
tucked it beneath him, and asked 
again if he could further help him. 
The soldier then looked at him with 
tears in his eyes and said, “Now, if 
there is anything in that Bible that 
will make a man do for another what 
you have done for me, I would like 
for you to read it to me.”

AN you answer this question? Can 
I answer it? Is there an answer 
to it? Yes, I believe we can find scrip- 
tures sufficient to verify the fact that 
that there is a burning hell.

He loved this old world so well that 
He gave the jewel of heaven to save 
men and women from this awful 
place of punishment. But if anyone 
fails to believe on the Son of God and 
to accept Him as his personal Savior, 
he shall be damned. Jesus said in 
Mark 16:16, “He that believeth and 
is baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned.” 
John 3:36, “He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life; and he 
that believeth not the Son shall not 
see life; but the wrath of God abid- 
eth on him.” 

I read of a man who before a Phil- 
adelphia judge was sentenced to die 
in the electric chair.

I now call your attention to Rev. 


14:10,11, speaking of those in the pre- 
ceding verse that worship the beast 
or receive the mark, “The same shall 
drink of the wine of the wrath of 
God, which is poured out without 


mixture into the cup of his indigna- 
tion; and he shall be tormented with 
fire and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the pres- 
ence of the Lamb: And the smoke 
of their torment ascendeth up for 
ever and ever: and they have no 
rest day nor night, who worship the 
beast and his image, and whosoever 
receiveth the mark of his name.” 

Rev. 19:20, “And the beast was 
taken, and with him the false 
prophet that wrought miracles be- 
fore him, with which he deceived 
them that had received the mark of 
the beast, and them that worshipped 
his image.

ORE than nineteen hundred 

years ago, there was born a man 
contrary to the laws of nature. He 
was born in an ox stall, because there 
was no room in the inn. This man 
lived in poverty and was reared in 
obscurity. He did not travel exten- 
Sively, only once did He cross the 
boundary of the country, and that was 
during His exile in childhood, when 
Herod’s decree had ordered all male 
children destroyed two years and un- 
der. 

His life’s work was confined to a 
small place much less in size than 
the state in which we live. He pos- 
sessed wealth of neither silver nor 
gold, neither fame nor worldly in- 
fluence. He preached His first ser- 
mon in a borrowed boat. He rode into 
Jerusalem on a borrowed colt. He ate 
His last supper with His disciples in 
a borrowed room, and was buried in a 
borrowed tomb. 

On one occasion, Matt. 17:27, He 
sent Peter fishing to get money to 
pay their taxes. Luke 9:58, “Foxes 
have holes, and the birds of the air 
have nests; but the son of man hath 
not where to lay his head.” 

In childhood He puzzled the doc- 
tors. Why? Because He was about His 
Father’s business. In manhood He 
ruled the course of nature. He walked 
on the waters as if on pavement, and 
hushed the sea to sleep. He healed 
multitudes without medicine and 
made no charge for His services. He 
never wrote a book, and yet no li- 
brary could hold all the books that 
have been written about Him. He 
never wrote a song, yet He has furn- 
ished the theme for more songs than 
all the song writers combined. He 
never founded a college, but all 
schools put together cannot boast of 
having as many students. He never 
marshalled an army, nor drafted a 
soldier, nor fired a gun, and yet no 
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leader ever had more volunteers un- 
der his orders or made more rebels 
stack arms and surrender, without a 
shot being fired. 

He is the revealer of snares that 
lurk in darkness, the rebuker of every 
evil thing that prowls by night; the 
quickener of all that is wholesome; 
the adorner of all that is beautiful; 
the reconciler of all that is contradic- 
tory; the harmonizer of all discords; 
the healer of all diseases; the Savior 
of all mankind. 

He fills the pages of theology, and 
hymnology. Every prayer that goes 
to God goes in His name. Every 
seventh day the wheels of commerce 
cease their turning and multitudes 
wend their way to worshipping as- 
semblies to pay homage and respect 
to Him. 

The names of the past proud 
statesmen of Greece and Rome have 
come and gone, but the name of this 
man lives on forever. Though time 
has spread nineteen hundred years 
between the people of this generation 
and the scene of His crucifixion, yet 
He still lives on.

voice of the Lord thy God. Blessed 
shalt thou be in the city, and blessed 
shalt thou be in the field. Biessed 
shall be the fruit of the body, and 
the fruit of thy ground, and the fruit 
of thy cattle, the increase of thy kine, 
and the flocks of thy sheep.

just one persecution but He said 
persecutions, meaning many) and in 
the world to come eternal life.” My! 
don’t you feel good. Just think of 
that promise to God’s_ children. 
What’s the promise to the trans- 
gressors? Well, let’s see Isaiah 57:20, 
21, “But the wicked are like the 
troubled sea, when it cannot rest, 
whose waters cast up mire and dirt. 
There is no peace, saith my God, to 
the wicked.” There you have it. Also 
in Psalms 9:17, “The wicked shall be 
turned into hell, and all the nations 
that forget God.” Consider your ways. 
There is no one that wants trouble, 
so why not amend your doings and 
be on the receiving end of God’s bless- 
ings, rather than on the end of His 
curses, which are promised to the 
transgressors? 

Now go on with the scripture in 
Haggai.

Neither does he consider that 
blessing only comes one way, and that 
is in keeping the commandments pre- 
scribed by God. Jesus said in St. 
John 14:15, “If ye love me, keep my 
commandments.”

He would 
rather sink in the quagmires of sin 
and habitual slavery rather than 
turn to the Savior of mankind and 
live. It is peculiar, but it is true. The 
deeds of man are wrought for one 
purpose and one purpose alone, and 
that is to the satisfying of his own 
lusts and desires. But God is not so. 
For the Scriptures state that God is 
not willing that any should perish 
but that all should come to repent- 
ance. My, how great the love of God 
is. To think He would stoop so low 
as to pick us up from the dust of the 
earth and create us in His likeness 
and in His image, then be so sweet 
and so kind as to send His Son to 
die for our sins after we transgressed 
and disobeyed His sacred commands, 
is more than I can comprehend. 

In closing I would like to bring to 
your mind a few more scriptures. 
The first is found in Eccl. 12:13, “Let 
us hear the conclusion of the whole 
matter; fear God, and keep his com- 
mandments: for this is the whole 
duty of man. For God shall bring 
every work into judgment, with every 
secret thing, whether it be good or 
whether it be evil.” “It is a fearful 
thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God,” Heb. 10:31. Better it is to 
have the blessings of God than the fa- 
vor of many wicked, and harder 
to do some work for Satan and have 
condemnation rather than have God 
and save a perishing nation.

have had many wonderful visions, 

dreams and experiences with my 
Lord since I was eight years old. I am 
now forty-two and expecting still 
greater blessings. I was saved thirty- 
one years before I knew anything 
about the precious baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and I received the light 
of this sweet blessing by listening to 
Brother Whittington over the radio. 
I had already been sanctified about 
five years before. I was soon baptized 
with the Holy Ghost and fire and I 
would like to dedicate this (one of my 
experiences) to Brother Whittington, 
because he is the first holiness 
preacher I ever knew and he opened 
up the bright and shining way to 
me and I walked in the light revealed. 

I would like to tell you what hap- 
pened in my home leading up to my 
subject, “Faithful Stewards.” 

One Sunday in February, 1936, I 
visited a mothers’ class in one of the 
largest Baptist churches in our city 
(as I had been a Baptist for thirty- 
one years), and knowing several of 
the mothers I was asked to bring the 
devotional at the missionary meet- 
ing the coming Tuesday morning. I 
tried to get out of it but could not. 
I wanted them to give me a subject 
to speak from and they told me to 
choose one. To be frank, I was really 
frightened to think of what was be- 
fore me and those mothers seemed 
so aristocratic. 

On Monday morning after the 
family had all gone to their various 
places of work, I picked up my Bible 
and sat down near the one window 
in my dining room. Outside was cold 
and gloomy, the rain was softly fall- 
ing and it was one of those winter 
days when one has to keep the lights 
turned on most of the day in order 
to see how to do this and that. How- 
ever, I did not turn on my light, but 
I pushed back my curtain and sat as 
close to the window as I could to see 
how to read my Bible. 

I.sat there for quite awhile search- 
ing the Scripture for a subject, how- 
ever I could not find one. Finally, I 
laid my face down in my open Bible 
and prayed for God to direct me to 
a@ passage to talk on. When I finished 
praying and lifted up my head, all of 
a sudden my room was flooded with 
the most glorious light. Every corner 
in that dark, gloomy room was aglow. 
I was not scared but thought the 
sun had shined out, while I had my 
head on my Bible praying. 

I turned and looked out of the 
window but the rain was still falling 
and the clouds dark and low. I laid 
my Bible down and went into the 
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other part of the house and those 
rooms were dark. I walked out into 
the front yard to see if I could find 
the sun shining, but there was noth- 
ing but rain and darkness out there. 
I came back through the house and 
passed through my dining room and 
it was still aglow with a heavenly 
light. I walked out into the back 
porch to see if I could see the sun 
shining out there, but behold, it was 
stifl cold, raining and gloomy out 
there. 

When I returned to my dining 
room, I understood by this time that 
God had answered my prayer and 
sent this heavenly light to show me 
that He would lead me to a scripture 
that would please Him for me to 
speak on. I stood there in the middle 
of my room and I thanked God and 
praised God right out loud for sev- 
eral minutes. I picked up my Bible 


‘once again and sat down, my room 


still flooded with this light from 
heaven. As I opened my Bible and 
looked, there in front of my eyes 
was the 25th chapter of Matthew, 
14th verse. As I started to read this, 
a white glow, like white fire, made 
a halo around my Bible and all over 
it. It was so bright I could hardly 
look. Right out loud, I said, “Surely 
God is in this room, just as Jacob 
said after he had seen the vision in 
his dream.” I kept sitting there in 
great wonder and finally I began to 
say, “Thank you, Jesus; thank you, 
Jesus,” over and over again. I tell you, 
by then I was having a wonderful 
time with my Lord. 

At last when I knew of a certainty 
that this parable was what my Lord 
wanted me to speak about, the beau- 
tiful light in my room and around my 
Bible vanished and God gave me the 
most wonderful devotional from this 
passage. I brought it before the mis- 
sionary meeting the very next morn- 
ing and the results were glorious, 
which would take pages to tell about. 

The next February, exactly a year 
later, I was asked to teach three large 
Sunday School classes combined, in 
another church. I again wanted to 
know what they would have me to 
speak about and was told to use my 
own subject. The weather was about 
the same as it was the year before 
and everything happened just as it 
did the previous year, only I did not 
have to get up and go around to see 
if the sun was shining because I 
knew God was sending the light from 
heaven. I spoke on this subject four 
times because God gave it to me. 

Surely this must be one of our 
Lord’s favorite parables, because it is 


‘written to us that are His servants. 


Our Lord has gone on His journey 


and has left you and me to carry on 
His work here. Are we proving to be 
good trusted and faithful servants? 
If we are faithful over the little 
things here, some day He will make 
us ruler over many things. We must 
be faithful in the things He tells us 
to do, regardless of whether they 
suit us or not. This is our testing 
time, we can’t afford to give up now, 
but must be faithful unto the end.

The detective obtained positive proof 
that she had poisoned four people 
but they had good reason to believe 
the total number was nine. This so- 
called “angel of mercy” was carried 
screaming to the electric chair where 
she paid with her life for her cruel 
mercies. Those investigating her 
crimes said she should have been 
called “the black angel of death.” 

The investigation found that even 
in childhood this woman was greedy 
and her mother, instead of repulsing 
her selfish nature, rather encouraged 
it by indulgence. Once when she took 
a dress which belonged to someone 
else her mother paid for it and al- 
lowed her to keep it. Instead of cor- 
recting her her mother was inclined 
to laugh at her selfish pranks. Surely 
the tender mercies of that mother 
were cruel. By correction and dis- 
cipline she could have saved her 
daughter from the electric chair. 
“The tender mercies of the wicked 
are cruel,” says the wise man. 

Perhaps one does not necessarily 
have to be a notorious gambler, 
drunkard or murderer to act wicked- 
ly. Is it not wicked for parents to re- 
fuse to accept their responsibility to- 
ward their children? At least it is a 
great injustice to the child. Certain- 
ly it is a cruel thing to spare the rod 
or other necessary discipline when by 
so doing we are dooming our children 
to far worse punishment, besides 
spoiling their chances of becoming the 
best possible citizens. 

If we consider ourselves too kind- 
hearted to correct our children in the 
good old-fashioned way, we cannot 
hope to have them “arise up and call 
us blessed” when they are old enough 
to realize how miserably we have 
failed them. Oh! may we not let our 
tender mercies be cruel, but when we 
must hurt someone let it be in mercy 
as the surgeon that hurts his patient 
to help him. Hear Solomon again in 
Proverbs 19:18, “Chasten thy son 
while there is hope, and let not thy 
soul spare for his crying.” 

My prayer for the youth of our fair 
land is that they will not be resentful 
of godly training and discipline, but 
will rather be appreciative of the in- 
terest shown in their welfare. And 
may we parents use our God-given 
opportunities to help our children, 
considering it as our duty and privi- 
lege.
